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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: Although the term T % is 
generally understood, the claim should be defined in text at least once. Revision of the claim to 
state, "...having glass transition temperatures, T g , separated...," is suggested. 

2. Claim 7 is objected to because of the following informalities: Insert the word "binder" 
between "polymer" and "is" in order to avoid lack of antecedence. 

3. Claim 14 is objected to because of the following informalities: Replace "in accordance 
with claim 10" with "by the method of claim 10." Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § J 12 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. It is not clear as to which binder the term "said binder" refers. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published under section 122(b) 
only if the international application designating the United States was published under Article 21(2)(a) of such 
treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a). 



7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



8. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness

or nonobviousness. 
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9. Claims 1-4 and 6-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over U.S. 2002/0016406 to Chen et al 

Chen et al teaches an adhesive comprising an aqueous suspension of polymeric acrylate 
microspheres, an aqueous emulsion of crosslinked acrylate polymer and a functionally effective 
amount of one or more auxiliary ingredients for enhancing adhesive properties (claim 1). One 
auxiliary ingredient shown is Acusol 830, which is an acrylic latex (table, Example 3). Although 
the material is referred to as a viscosity modifier, it is consistent with Applicant's generic 
definition of "binder" as being an acrylic polymer. Thus, the auxiliary can be viewed as an 
effective amount of binder required to modify adhesive performance, as indicated in the present 
claims. 

The weight ratio of micorspheres to crosslinked acrylate polymer lies in the range of 
0.025 to 1 up to 1.9 to 1 (claim 1). Thus, the binder lies within the 1-60 wt % and 5-20 wt % 
ranges specified in the present claims. The adhesive composition is useful as a repositionable 
and removable pressure sensitive adhesive (paragraph [0014]). 

The reference is silent with respect to the difference in glass transition temperature of the 
two cited materials. However, in view of the lisiting of five different monomers used in 
preparation of the aqueous emulsion of acrylate polymer (Example 1), a reasonable basis exists 
to believe that the difference in T g is at least 60 °C, and especially at least 20 °C, as cited in the 
present claims. Since the PTO can not conduct experiments, the burden of proof is shifted to the 
Applicants to establish an unobviousness difference. In re Fitzgerald, 619 F.2d. 67, 205 USPQ 
594 (CCPA 1980). See MPEP § 21 12-21 12.02. 
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The reference is also silent with respect to the specific adhesive properties that are 
enhanced by addition of auxiliaries. However, in view of the fact that the invention relates to 
pressure sensitive adhesives, it is obvious to one skilled in the art that peel and tack properties, 
inter alia, will be enhanced. Again, the burden of proof lies with the Applicants to provide 
evidence to the contrary and to establish an unobviousness difference. 

10. Claim 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
